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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1, 7-8, and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gillham US 
5266213. 

Gillham teaches a method for cleaning halogenated contaminants from 
groundwater includes feeding groundwater from an aquifer through a trench containing 
a metal such as iron filings (Abstract). Gillham teaches that any portion of the iron that 
is accessible to oxygen will rust (Column 3 Lines 63-67). Therefore, the remediation 
agent of Gillham contains both zero valent iron and iron oxide. 
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Claims 1, 7-8, and 20-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japan 2002-317202. 

Japan '202 teaches a process of forming a magnetite-iron composition and using 
it to dehalogenate organic halogen compounds found in contaminated soil and water. 
The ratio of magnetite to iron is 0.001 to 50 (Abstract). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/05/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments over Gillham, the process of Gillman would 
inherently contain the composition of claim 1 , since some of the iron filings are oxidized 
creating a mixture of iron and iron suboxide.
